Dragon’s Lair and its laser disk 
competitors are ending a slump, but the 
arcade industry’s heyday appears to be over. 

Dragon’s Lair is the first of the new 
generation in arcade games, “combining a 
game with a movie,” said its creator, Rick 
Dyer, a 29-year-old Upland High School 
alumnus 

“It’s an adventure movie you become 
part of. Dirk the Daring (the star), by himself, 
is amindless creature. You become his 
intelligence, you give him his agility,” by 
moving the joystick or pressing the sword 
button, Dyer said. 

Starship Arcade in Upland was the first 
in the area to have the game. 

Steve Joseph, a co-owner there, said he 
was scared in plunking down $4,300 for each 
of two games — twice as much as fora 
normal arcade game — but the resulting 
business increase was worth it. 

Starship Arcade, like almost all the 
others, was having trouble getting 
customers in because of oversaturation, 
Joseph said. 

“There are too many games out there. 
You can play Pole Position in a laundromat,’ 
he said. That spreads the money out over 
more games and means everyone gets less. 

Joseph, who said he keeps up with 
industry trends, said he thought people were 
still spending the same amount of money as 
they were five years ago, when video games 
got going in earnest. 

Tom Leslie, owner of Galaxy Arcade in 
Rancho Cucamonga, has a different opinion. 
Because of the recession, he said, “people 
haven't the money to give to kids who could 
earn a couple of dollars for doing yardwork 
or odd jobs.”’ 

But they agree on the result. 

‘Arcade business has gone down about 
a third from last year and about half from 
what it was two years ago,” Leslie said. 

Being the new kid in town was the only 
thing that got Star Arcade off the ground a 
year-and-half ago, Joseph said. 

And two arcades have gone out of 
business in Upland in the last month. 

One of those, Star Arcade, was an 
example of the arcades started in the arcade 
boom, Joseph said. It was small, with only 
about 10 games. 

“Two or three years ago, that could’ve 
Survived quite nicely,” he said. 
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They and other arcade owners and 
managers also agree on what they hope will 
be the solution — the laser disk game. 

“If something is going to pull the arcade 
industry back up, it’Il be this or nothing,” 
Joseph said. 

“Laser disks have people coming in that 
have never come in before,” said Paul 
Ohearn, manager of Steve’s Arcade in 
Rancho Cucamonga. ‘‘People have fun just 
f, watching them.” 

He said Dragon’s Lair is like watching a 
cartoon. ‘It’s not like a square image. Where 
players had a rough idea of what their 
character-player looked like, with the 
cartoon character they can see it more.” 

“A lot of them (arcade games) are 
basically the same,’”’ said Mike Brooks, co- 
ch manager at Pomona Valley Golf and 

Recreation Center. “‘Here’s a whole new 
concept, and everyone wants to play it.”’ 

Business there has not decreased 
recently, mainly because miniature golf and 
other attractions bring people into the 
arcade. But Dragon’s Lair is doing 
noticeable better than most just-introduced 
games, Brooks said.

The revolutionary laser disk arcade game 
Dragon’s Lair is just one of a series of “gizmos” 
Rick Dyer has created since he was 6. 

Dyer, an Upland High School alumnus, said the 
success of Dragon’s Lair gives him the freedom to 
create without worrying about funding for the very 
first time. 

“My intent is I’ll make Thomas Edison look 
bad,”’ he said. 

It isn’t ego talking. It’s confidence. Enough 
confidence to make others believe he can do it. 




















Dyer, now 29 and living with his wife in Diamond 
Bar, said the game that appears to be revitalizing 
the video arcade industry has already been 
surpassed technologically, and was introduced 
only to prepare consumers for his new home video 
system. 

He said he can’t talk about the home system yet 
— it’s due out next June — but did say it would be 
“the first of its kind, way beyond Dragon’s Lair.” 

Dragon’s Lair itself is light years beyond 
conventional video games. Instead of a maze to eat 
through or a flock of aliens to blow up, players 
maneuver through an adventure movie, with their

Like the hula-hoop, 3-D movies and mini-skirts 
(and possibly video games), some claim video tapes 
that bring movies to the living room tube are just a 
fad. Others contend the tapes are a growing 
phenomenon. 

Rancho Cucamonga has six stores that rent and 
sell movies for people with video cassette or video 
disc players. With the exception of a record store 
that sells only video discs, all the stores sell and 
rent both Beta and VHS tapes. eee 

That many stores may seem like overkill in a 33- . 
square-mile city, but none of the owners is Complete

However, one owner does concede, “it has BRASS LIGHT 
reached the saturation point.

For now, it may help to know which video store 
offers the best service for your home taping needs. 
Here is a list of the stores and what they offer: 


Movieland Video 


Just call this the Avis of video stores. 

Owner John Olson claims his two-year-old store 
has the second-largest selection of movie titles 
(2,500) in the Pomona Valley. 

Olson also boasts a longer rental period (three 
days) and lower prices “than anyone I’ve seen.” 
Rentals are $1.99 for three days. 

By aliowing renters to use the tape three days, 
Olson said, ‘‘our customers like the convenience 
and pick out more than one movie at a time.” 

Renters can either leave a $50 cash, check or 
credit card voucher deposit and rent the videos or 
become lifetime members of the store’s video club 
for $50. 

Members have the privilege of using a drop box 
in the front door of the store. The box gives 
members a chance to get their movies back to the 
store before it opens. That way, the member will 
not be penalized for late returns. 

Besides stocking up on extra copies of the 
latest releases (which he claims are the most 
popular), Olson said he also has a large selection of 
classics. 


The store also rents video recorders and 
cameras. Blank and prerecorded video cassettes 
can be bought at the store.

Program says up to 65 percent of all 
daytime burglaries are committed by 
truants. 

And an Upland press release on the 
new program says truants are also 
involved in automobile theft and 
shoplifting. 

The schools lose not only the 
chance to teach students when they 
are truant, they lose money. State aid 

o schools is based on average daily 
attendance, and it costs the districts 
money when the students are absent.

Technology changes ancient healing art

A relatively new twist has been added to the 
ancient Chinese art of acupuncture. 

Electric stimulators are being used to gently 
vibrate the stainless steel needles inserted into 
patients, a treatment that for thousands of years 
was done manually. 

“It makes the treatment more effective,” says 
Maggie Huang, acupuncturist at the Chih-Lan 
center, 505 N. Mountain Ave., in Upland. 

Most acupuncturists in the West Valley area 
use the electrical device, which cuts therapy time 
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from 2 hours to 20 minutes and allows doctors to 
treat numerous patients simultaneously. 

Electric stimulators were first used roughly 50 
years ago as modern technology crept into the 
4,000-year-old art of relieving pain and various 
maladies by acupuncture. 

With or without electrical equipment, the basic 
theories behind the practice remain untouched. 

Special needles, as thin as strands of hair, are 
imbedded into points throughout the body, 
stimulating the brain and pituitary glands to 
produce natural opiate-like morphines, called 
endorphins. 

The enzymes are credited for the success of 
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acupuncture as a pain-killer. 

The treatment also nearly doubles the number 
of infection-fighting white blood cells in patients 
with viral or bacterial diseases, says Huang. 

Acupuncturists claim a myriad of disorders, 
such as the common cold, manic depression,

Ernesto Cortez Roman returned ; 
from an unsuccessful afternoon of job 
hunting in the 100-degree heat. 

Tattoos freely decorated the 
muscular forearms and biceps _ 
exposed by Roman’s tank-top shirt. 

A Pancho Villa-like moustache 
drooped over his lips, reminiscent of 
those on sepia-toned outlaws whose 
faces decorate the walls of Wild West 
museums and Knott’s Berry Farm. 

| Roman’s ensemble was topped by a 
simple blue baseball cap with an 
adjustable band. One size fits all. 

This was the Ernesto Roman who 
grew up on the streets of Upland, 
taking “red-devil” tranquilizers and 
washing them down with red 
mountain wine. 

This was the 32-year-old man who 
spent more than half his life in youth 
authorities and state penitentiaries for 
allegedly shooting a rival gang 
member and robbing the Crocker Bank 
at 735 N. Euclid Ave. 

And this was the same Ernesto 
Roman who asked West Valley 
employers to take a chance on an ex- 
con. 

Ties, slacks and other trappings of 
respectability were left on the hanger. 
No attempts were made to mask the 

i Roman warrior penned on his jeft arm, 
the crude ‘‘Pachuco cross” on the 
web of his hand or the blue writing 
across his chest. 

For better or worse, this was Ernie. 
He could not become anyone else. 

Identity, said Roman, is the 
motivating force behind the territorial

gangs, the writing on the walls, the 
tattoos. 

After years of battling to prove his 
self-worth, sometimes injuring others 
in the process, Roman can now say, 
“Soy Mexicano.” 

“tam Mexican. | am Ernie.” 

And despite the hard appearance 
forged through stays at Leavenworth 
and Lompoc penitentiaries, Roman 
said his heart has softened. 

He sat on the porch of his parents’ 
house.on First Avenue and spoke from 
his soul, rarely looking at the 
interviewer but gazing at the street as 
if his life was documented in the 
asphalt. 

To the Mexican gang members of 
Upland’s small barrio, Roman is a 
veterano, a seasoned street fighter 
respected for his machismo and 
revered for his prison experience. 

However, the rough role model now 
asks youths to sidestep rather than 
follow his path. 

“It takes someone who has been 
around to let people know what this 
life is like. | was Out to prove to 
everyone that | was ‘Ernie.’ No one 
was going to tell me what to do,” said 
Roman. But he added firmly: “It wasn’t 
worth it.” 

He squinted and bobbed his head, 
street gestures used to emphasize a 
point. 

Roman speaks from experience. He 
has spent the last six years being 
shuttled from federal prison to federal 
prison in California, !ndiana and 
Kansas while serving a 10-year 
sentence for the Crocker Bank

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robbery. He was released on parole 
Feb. 3 for good behavior... 

The string of arrests that eventually 
became a rope around the neck of 
Ernesto Roman began 17 years ago, 
one week after he bought his first 
rifle. 

The 15-year-old Roman paid $20 for 
the 22-caliber rifle, a status symbol 
among the homeboys, his fellow gang 
members. 

The prestige was short-lived when a 
gang from Ontario turned a local party 
into a shooting spree, recalled Roman. 

He was among the 18 youths 
arrested for allegedly shooting a rival 
gang member. Only two were formally 
charged and made wards of the court. 
Roman was one of them. 

He won’t admit to pulling the 
trigger, only that he spent two years in 


a juvenile hall for the incident. 

During the next four years, Roman 
would weave through the state’s 
juvenile and criminal justice systems 
for various armed robberies and 
burglaries. 

Roman remembered his mother 
constantly walking the quarter-mile 
distance up First Street to the Upland 
Police Station, where her son was 
being detained. 

It didn’t matter; she would simply 
put on her heavy black coat with the 
large white buttons and walk the 
familiar path up the street and over 
the railroad tracks. 

Roman realized years too late the 
anguish of those nocturnal walks. 

“All that gang activity only brought 
tears to my mother,” he said. 

For awhile, Roman avoided the 
street scene, trading his weapons for 


$4.5 million in building permits issued

Lester the duck has found a home amid an array 
of animals, including Rosie the sheep and Cactus 
the mule deer. 

All came to the San Dimas Nature Center at San 

“Dimas Canyon Park through various channels. 

“| saw him (Lester) in a pet store and bought 
him for $2.99 because | thought he would be a nice 
addition,” said Barbara Stam, who works as a part- 
time naturalist at the center. 

Lester waddles near Cactus, found a day after 
he was born. The deer apparently fell down a hill 
and landed near some cactus (hence the name) by a 
shooting range. A family first tried to raise him, but 
“they thought when he would get horns he’d get 
mean,” Stam said. So the family gave the deer to 
the center. 

Stam added that the family would have needed 
a state permit to keep the deer 

Cactus has grown into a friendly, curious 
animal, one among 30 animals, birds and reptiles at 
the two-acre center, tucked away in a park located 
in the San Dimas foothills. 

Dean Harvey, a supervisor of east region natural 
areas, said the center ‘‘teaches people about 
wildlife and provides a place for the rehabilitation 
of animals.” 

According to Stam, the facility provides a place 
for visitors to view animals and plants native to 
California. There are also anature museum and five 
























miles of nature trails. 

The center can be reached on foot by a trail next 
to Sycamore Canyon Road on the south side of the 
park. 

Six snakes, four rats, one gray fox, a skunk, a 
crow, a chukar (a game bird), two pheasants, a — 
dove, two red-tailed hawks, four owls, three rabbits 
and a raccoon are also presently living at the 
center. 

All of the center’s animals were donated, Stam 
said. 

“Most of the animals we have here were given 
to us by people who attempted to raise them 
themselves but were unsuccessful, or found them,” 
Stam explained. 

She said the center receives animals from 
Department of Fish and Game workers when they 
come across them, or when the facility makes a 
specific request of the department. ‘We've told 
them we'd like a bobcat so we asked them to be on 
the lookout for one,” Stam said. 

Some of the animals brought to the center are 
injured and arrangements are made for them to 
receive veterinary care, Harvey said. 

“When they’re ready, they are moved to cages 
at the center. We try and return those we can to the

wild — the ones that we think can make it,” he 
added. 

While the center is operated by Los Angeles 
County, it does not provide funds for all of the 
facility's maintenance needs or for animal food and 
care, Stam said. The center relies on donations for 
these items. 

Money donated by visitors, individuals, clubs 
and civic groups is distributed by the Nature 
Center’s Associates of San Dimas. 

Harvey said the non-profit volunteer group 
appropriates the money for food and equipment 
needed by the center. 

The associates are part of an overall, umbrella 
organization, the Los Angeles County Nature 
Center Associates. 

Volunteers also assist in feeding, grooming and 
cleaning the animals. 

Stam, a resident of San Dimas, started out as a 
volunteer worker at the center. 

“| wanted more experience working with 
animals,” she said, explaining that she is majoring 
in animal health technology at Mount San Antonio 
College. Animal health technologists usually work 
with veterinarians. ‘“‘They’re like nurses for 
animals,’ Stam said. 

She is now a paid staff member with the Los 
Angeles County Park and Recreation Department.

There’s gold in that thar’ desert and West End 
Prospectors are out to get it and enjoy a good time 
in the process. 

West End Prospectors is a local, non-profit, 
family recreation group that owns claims in the 
desert. “‘We go out in the desert and look for gold, 
either dredging or dry washing. We just go out to 
have a good time,” said Bob Stabley, club 
president. 

“It gives people a chance to get away from city 
life. They can either work the claim cr not work,” he 
said. 

Dredging for gold is like using an underwater 
vacuum, sucking up the floor bottom and putting it 
through a sluice box. ‘We can pull in a half ounce 
to an ounce, or $200 to $400 a day, which isn’t too 
bad,’’ Stabley said. 

A dry washer is used for placer mining, similar 
to dredging, but with loose, dry gravel being used 
to get gold out of material. 

Stabley said West End Prospectors evolved out 
of a desire to work claims close by. ‘We decided to 
start our own ciub to make it better for the 
membership. The larger clubs have claims in 
Alaska, Arizona and Northern California. We wanted 
something more local,” he explained. 

Members come from many walks of life. Stabley 
said one member works for the Santa Fe Railroad, 
another refinishes furniture, and still another puts 
up posts for realty signs. ‘‘It’s a good group. We get 
out and enjoy ourselves.” 

The organization’s 58 to 60 members and their 
families get together monthly for meetings, 
potlucks and outings. All members contribute to 
purchase of the club’s three mining claims and all 
have the right to work them. 

“if we have to sell the claims, the money is 
dispersed among the membership,” Stabley said. 

Monthly meetings feature guest speakers. ‘We 
have had speakers from the Bureau of Land 
Management and the Army Corps of Engineers in 
how to legally make a mining claim,” he said.

“Each U.S. citizen is entitled to 20 acres of land: 


All they have to do is claim it. If a person can keep 
the (mining) assessment (profitable) up 100 percent 
they can continue to own it. They. can patent it if 
the claim will make $10,000 a year or about 
minimum wage ... They can do anything they want 
to it then,” he said. 

He said the club is checking out old claims, 
claims that haven’t been worked for 20 years. “With 
modern equipment, we can get more gold out of 


- claims then they (original prospectors) thought was 


there.” 

In some cases, members examine new 
equipment and conduct field tests with the 
machinery.” 

“One of the first things we do is to attempt to 
pan (a claim) out, to look for color, or minute flakes 
of gold ... then we bring in a dredge and go deeper 
to find more,” he said. 

The local prospectors don’t just look for gold, 
though. Metal detectors are used as well, and 
Stabley said some members are bottle collectors 
and look for old whiskey bottles. “‘We look for just 
about anything and try to go (to claims) where no 
one else has been,” Stabley said. 

He said club members teach one another how 
to search through records and how to make legal 
claims. ‘“‘You don’t want somebody to steal a claim 
from you,” he noted, adding that not only 
prospectors but claim jumpers too have 
modernized their methods. 

Gone are the guns and killings: Now claim 
jumping is attempted through legal means, which 
encourages people to take great care in making 
claims. 

“There are high graders around, who may come 
and work your claim when you’re not there. But if 

it’s a good claim you put a caretaker on the 
property,” Stabley said. 

Anything a member finds on a claim is his. “He 
can put it in his pocket ... If someone finds 
something especially good, | guarantee you 
everyone will work that claim,” he said.

Commercial and industrial sections of town are 
becoming homes for new churches in the area. 

Nestled with other warehouses in the Rancho 
Cucamonga Business Center on Arrow Route is 
Lighthouse Cathedral, a newly formed inter- 
denominational church. 

The congregation, which is 1% years old, was a 
dream Dick Stuart and his family has had since 
1976. 

“We're developing a church to hold 8,000, a 
community church where all denominations will 
feel the freedom to come,” Stuart, church pastor 
and founder, said. 

He said Lighthouse Cathedral wants to meet the 
needs of the people in the community. “We started 
with six families in 1981. The congregation is 
growing; we don’t make a big emphasis on 
members, or on our growth, but meeting the needs 
of the community,” Stuart said. 

Stuart said the church is leasing the building 
currently used to pass on God’s Word. “We saw the 
opportunity to lease this building as a warehouse 
and re-did the inside which gave the community 
something it could relate to.” 

He said ideally, the congregation would like to 
build high on Haven Avenue. “We’re looking for 
land and want to start building as soon as we can... 
a light, charismatic Crystal Cathedral.” 

The congregation has an excellent orchestra, 
with professional musicians, according to Stuart, 
and he wants to develop that resource. 

“We are funded by donations but we don’t 
emphasis donations. We don’t send letters 
(requesting funds) and people have just responded 
in an overwhelming way,” he said. 

“We were forced (economically) into this 
alternative. A.H. Reiter Development was very 
willing to lease us this warehouse space,” he said. 

The site is ideal to be shared for business and 
church. ‘‘Parking is ideal but exposure is a 
problem,” he said. “When we need the parking lot 
other businesses are closed. 

‘People cannot relate to a church in an 
industrial area, so the site does hinder us. But it 
was the only way we could do it,” Stuart said. 

“We have limited ourselves. We can’t have a 
basketball court, no preschool, no playground, 
picnics or even room for expansion,” he said. 

“For anew church, (being in a commercial area)

Robbie Hogan isn’t what many people 
might consider a ‘‘sane” person. 

Would a sane person run the 
decathalon? At a school that doesn’t have a 
meet-quality track? On a squad that one 
could count its: team members on two 
hands? 

Would a sane person attempt to runa 
marathon, swim 2¥%2 miles in the open sea 
miles and ride 112 miles on a hilly bicycle 
course? In temperatures nearing 100 
degrees with high humidity? All in one day? 

Would a sane person, in training for such 
a grueling event, ride a bike from Silverwood 
Lake to Palmdale to effectively recreate the 
actual course in Hawaii? Run through the 
heat and smog over 100 miles a week? 
Spend a week at the beach JUST to swim in 
the open sea? 

Would a sane person, with a family and a 
monthly house payment, quit his job just to 
have more time to train? 

“A lot of my friends, when | told them 
what | was doing, said straight out | was 
crazy,” laughs Hogan. ‘“‘But the people who 
really know me, they know I’m gonna do it.” 

Competing in the Budweiser Light/ 
Ironman Triathalon World Championship 
October 22 at Kailua-Kona, Hawaii, is just 
something that seems normal to the 
University of La Verne graduate. 

Last year, Hogan was in Kailua-Kona 
taking films of his mother and father 
competing in the Ironman. It was during that 
time that he decided that this year it would 
be a Hogan family threesome. 

“?’m not certain when | decided to go for 
it,” admits Hogan, who quit his job as a 
sales representative with an Orange County 
firm so he could devote more time to his 
training. “It was kind of a gradual thing, | 
guess. | just know that by the end of the day, 
| had convinced myself that I’d be back the 
next year.” 

it wasn’t as if he’d never heard of the 
lroman before. Hogan remembers watching 
it on ABC’s “Wide World of Sports” years 
before he went over to film his parent’s 
attempt.

“Yeah, | remember watching those guys 
running on TV,” he says. “It was always 
amazing to watch them go through all of 
that. | said back then that anyone who did 
that had to be crazy.” 

Hogan looks to be one of those “crazy” 
people, and is striving to complete the entire 
Ironman event in 10% hours or less. That, he 
feels, will put him a full 90 minutes behind 
the winners. 

“My timetable,”’ he explains, ‘‘is to 
complete the swimming in 1:15, the cycling 
in 5:30 and the maraton in about 3:30, with 
15 minutes for transitions.” 

“People as me why I’d try something like 
this, and | honestly don’t know,” admits 
Hogan. ‘I don’t know what was the deciding 
factor. It’s the toughest single test of 
indivudal endurance in the world. | guess it’ll 
just be something that | can look back and 
say I’ve done it, a personal challenge that 
I’ve been able to meet and conquer. It’s the 
sort of test of mind against body. You need 
to take one more step, and mind is telling 
you that you can’t. And when you take that 
step, you prove something important to 
yourself.” 

His best finishes thus far have been at 
the Mt. San Antonio College triathalon, 
where he finished 13th, and at the Los 
Angeles area championship series, where he 
placed 32nd. 

in five triathalons, Hogan has finished in 
the top 10-20 percent in all five. 

Yet the Alta Loma resident is striving to 
get more out of his Ironman Triathalon 
attempt than just personal satisfaction. He’s 
also out to raise money for the cancer 
society. 

“| saw the Terry Fox Story on HBO,” said 
Hogan, ‘“‘and | decided I'd like to do that with 
the Ironman. My grandfather died of cancer, 
and | just feel it’s something | want to do.” 

Hogan is hoping, through donations from 
local individuals and businesses, to raise 
$10,000 for the society. 

Born and raised in Hawaii, Hogan played 
football and competed in track while at ULV.

Joshua,” Powell added. 
in the beginning, it 
appeared that the group 
had finally overcome 
certain problems which 
had originally hindered its 
organization.

it is no different than anywhere that has open 
space — people on dune buggies and motorcycles 
go out and ride. 

“It would be difficult to enforce against unless 
we brought in offroad motorcyclists to bring in the 
offroad motorcyclists,” he said. 

“It’s a growing problem,” said Sgt. Jimmy 
Watkins of the Rancho Cucamonga Sheriff’s 
substation. ‘We enforce it as manpower permits.” 

As far as the areas offroaders occupy in Rancho 
Cucamonga, Watkins said ‘‘all of it is illegal, unless 
they are around their own property. 

“| don’t know of any homeowner (in those areas) 
that likes it,” he said of the offroaders. Riders 
violate trespassing laws when they are on private 
property and county laws when they choose to ride 
on the large amount of flood control acreage in the 
area, he added. 

Part of the problem is that motorcycle shops are 
“selling them faster than there are areas to take 
them, at least locally. When they buy them, they 
should be aware that there are quite a few 
restricted areas,” Watkins said.

The department ‘‘periodically activates the 
reserves in conjunction with the (Sheriff's) 
helicopter” to quell unauthorized riding, he said. 
“We'll hand out 50 to 100 citations and they’ll stop 
riding out there for awhile. | see it’s starting to get 
bad again so it looks like we'll incorporate our 
enforcement efforts again soon.” 

When officers approach, offroaders must give 
themselves up or be subject to evading arrest 
violations, Watkins said. 

“A lot of times, our enforcement efforts are so 
active that the riders spill over into the Fontana 
side (the area east of the Devore Freeway). We 
don’t encourage them to go over there, but when 
we actively enforce (against offroaders), Fontana 
suffers from the influx.” 

According to Lt. Sam Scott of the Fontana 
Police Department, offroading in Fontana was more 
a problem last year than it is today. He credited the 
sheriff’s helicopter for the decline. 

A portion of the land riders use is within the 
jurisdiction of the Fontana Sheriff's substation. 

“As long as they operate in a safe and lawful 
manner, we hope they enjoy themsleves,” said 
Sheriff's Sgt. Thomas Denim of the Fontana office.

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Dahl's children’s books c

Author Roald Dahl is no stranger to controversy. 
His literary works in both the adult and children’s 
fields are known for their outlandish, sometimes 
violent, and often crude aspects, underlined by a 
very dry British wit. However, Dahl has written 
some extremely popular children’s stories, 
including ‘‘Charlie and the Chocolate Factory,” and 
“James and the Giant Peach.” Amid protests from 
different sects of teachers and librarians, Dahl’s 
works still have quite a following among children 
and adults. His outlandish storylines, while fueling 
controversy, also provide a unique form of bawdy 
make-believe that children find immediately 
hilarious. 

Dahl began his writing career when, as the 
assistant British Air Attache in D.C. in the early 
days of WWII, he submitted a neatly written story 
of his adventures as an RAF pilot to C.S. Forester 
of the Saturday Evening Post, which originally was 
to be in the form of “a few notes.” “If writing’s as 
easy as that, I’ll just have to do more of it” Dahl 
reasoned with the resulting $1,000 check. In this 
casual manne a literary career was launched; a 
career which accommodated literary styles ranging 
from essays in the New Yorker Magazine to the 
whimsical screenplay of the childrens’ adventure 
“Chitty Chitty Bang Bang.” 

From the unlikely confines of a decaying 
potting shed, Dah! produces his work ‘‘to amuse 
the reader and myself.” He truly enjoys what he 
does, and this relish for mischief is evident in 
Dahls’ recent childrens’ books, in particular, Roald 
Dahls’ Revolting Rhymes (Knopf, 1983, $9.95). This 
collection of rhymes may just fall into the category 
of being “too nasty and macabre for the 
impressionable child,” a label which is consistently 
assigned to Dahl’s books by certain groups. Dahl 
has taken many of the traditional nursery rhymes 
and added his unique brand of irreverance and 
sarcasm. One book review described the mood of 
this book as that of a ‘‘manic lampoon.” Cinderella 
spurns her prince, Little Red Riding Hood ends up 
with a wolfskin coat, and if you wanted to know 
how the Giant could ‘‘sme!! an Englishman,” (as in 
Fe Fi Fo Fum), it was simple — Jack never took a 


bath. Goldilocks is considered ‘‘that brazen little 
crook” with no appreciation for antique chairs. At 
best, this can be considered a ‘‘sophisticated 
spoof,” and may not be the way one would 
introduce children to fairytales. The language is 
pithy. What Dahl does accomplish with his works is 
to offer the traditional tale from an alternate and 


- unexpected point of view, such as the three bears’ 


feelings on the whole matter, “No sooner are you 
down the road, than Goldilocks, that little toad, that 
nosey, thieving little louse, comes sneaking in your 
empty house.” These rhymes are definitely 
revolting. 


On the lighter note is Dahl’s book The BFG 
(Farrar, Straus, Giroux 1982). ‘But if you are so nice 
and friendly,” Sophie said, “then why did you 
snatch me from my bed and run away with me?” 
“Because you SAW me,” the Big Friendly Giant 
answered. “If anyone is ever seeing a giant, he or 
she must be taken away hopswitch.” “Why?” asked 
Sophie. “Well, first of all,” said the BFG, “human 
being is not really believing in giants, is they?” 


Thus begins the tail tale of the BFG (Big 
Friendly Giant) and Sophie, on orphan girl. The BFG 
is in charge of collecting dreams, and then, with 
the aid of along thin trumpet, blows these dreams 
into childens’ bedrooms to be dreamt and enjoyed. 
however, there are nine other unfriendly giants 
living in Giantland (Fleshiunpeater, Bonecrusher, 
Gizzardgulper, Bloodbottler, Childchewer, 
Meatdripper, Manhugger, Maidmasher and Butcher 
Boy), and these giants travel around the globe at 
night snatching unwitting victims to satisfy their 
appetites. Our heroin Sophie finally convinces the 
BFG to take action to stop this ghastly practice and 
the plan is hatched: The BFG will concoct a dream 
describing these giants, their victims and orphan 
Sophie, and then he will blow this dream into the 
Queen's (Elizabeth) bedroom. When she awakens 
from this dream, she finds Sophie sitting on her 
window ledge, ready to assure Her Majesty that, no, 
it wasn’t just a dream and yes, this really does 
happen. Well, the army is called out, the giants are 
caught and imprisoned, Sophie has a house built

of the BFG’s clothing matches Dahl’s photograph 
on the back inside jacket cover. Dahl’s wit 
embraces the Queens’ household, the military, 
world governments, and the English language 
itself. (Don’t gobblefunk around with words.) Good 
overcomes evil though, and everyone lives happily 
ever after. The BFG offers its readers pure fun right 
up front, and a chuckle or two if you read between 
the lines. 0

Barbara Horn is piecing together a puzzle. 

But her puzzle doesn’t come from a box and 
isn’t assembled on a table top. 

Horn’s “pieces” can be a faded photograph, a 
scrap of paper or an entry ina geneology book. 

The result will someday become part of a 
comprehensive history of Germans who migrated 
to Russia. 

A second-generation descendant of those 
immigrants, Horn and other members of the 
American Historical Society of Germans from 
Russia hope to someday publish their history while 
assembling the world’s largest geneological 
collection on their ancestors. 

An Alta Loma resident, Horn heads the 


society’s 100-family local chapter and has played a 
role in piecing together information that will 
eventually be used to tell the group’s story. 

“Our main goal is just to keep alive our 
heritage,” she said. ‘‘We want to make sure our 
children have some sort of foundation for their 
lives.” 

The organization, which consists of 10,000 
families around the United States, also hopes to 
make Americans aware that many Russian- 
Germans cannot get out of the Soviet Union. 

“They outnumber the Jewish people trying to 
get out,’’ she claimed. ‘‘(But) it’s not a massive, 
coordinated effort. 

“For instance | have relatives in Siberia who 
would like to come here.”

And she clearly enjoys her work at the center. 
While walking through the center grounds, she 
greeted each animal by name, handed out a few 
snacks and occasionally stopped to chat with 
them.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND ADOPTING THE 1982 UNIFORM FIRE CODE 
PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS AND GOVERNING CONDI- 
TIONS HAZARDOUS TO LIFE AND PROPERTY FROM FIRE 
OR EXPLOSIONS AND AMENDING CHAPTER 1 OF ARTICLE 
it OF THE UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE CONCERNING FIRE 
PREVENTION AND DESIGNATING THE VIOLATION OF 
SAID REGULATIONS AS A MISDEMEANOR 


It is hereby ordained by the City Council of the City of Upland as} 


follows: 

SECTION 1: Section 3100 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 3100. Adoption of Uniform Fire Code 
That certain code designated as the Uniform Fire Code 1982 
edition, including appendices 1-A, 1-B, II-A, Ii1-A, III-B, IV-A, V- 
A, VI-C, and VI-D, hereto as recommended by the Western Fire 
Chief’s Association and the International Conference of Building 
Officials, three (3) copies of which are on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of the City of Upland, is hereby adopted by reference 
and shall henceforth be referred to as the Fire Code of the City 
of Upland. 

i pear 2: Section 3100.5 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
leleted. 

SECTION 3: Section 3100.6, subsection .01 of the Upland Municipal 
Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(.01) Fire detection, sprinkler, hood duct, occupancy plan 
reviews and fees for the above systems shall be collected by the 
Fire Department at the time an application for permit is filed. 
Said fees to be paid shall be set by the Council from time to time 
by resolution duly adopted by the Council. 

SECTION 4: Section 3100.7 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
added to read as follows: 

‘ — 3100.7 Approved Supervised Fire Detection And Alarm 
ystem 

An approved supervised Fire Detection and Alarm System 
shall be installed in any structure hereafter constructed which 
has a calculated required fire flow of two thousand (2,000) 
galions per minute or greater. This system shall meet the 
standards as set forth by the Fire Chief. An approved supervised 
sprinkler system shall be installed in any structure hereafter 
constructed which has a calculated required fire flow of four 
thousand (4000) gallons per minute or greater, this system shall 
meet the standards as set forth by the Fire Chief. 

SECTION 5: Section 3100.9 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
added to read as follows: 

Section 3100.9 Liability for Fire Damange and Alarm Systems 

Malfunction 

(.01) The expense of fighting any fires which are the result of 
a violation of the provisions of this chapter or said fire code, the 
damages caused by malicious mischief requiring any correction 
or prevention actions conducted by the Fire Department 
personnel pursuant to this section shall be assessed by the City 
of Upland and notice of said assessment shall be given to such 
persons whose violations of a provision set forth herein has 
caused the damage. Said notice shall be in writing and shall be 
either delivered personally to such person or if such person 
cannot be found at his residence or business, then notice shall be 
given by registered mail, return receipt requested. Said notice of 
assessment shall be given and the persons to whom the notice 
has been given shall have an opportunity to object to the cost of 
damages. In the event that such damages are caused by failure 
of a person to remedy conditions on the property on which the 
fire took place, said damages shall be assessed against said 
property on which the fire took place and a notice of lien may be 
filed by the City of Upland for the collection of said fees. Nothing 
in this chapter shall be deemed to prevent the City from 
commencing civil proceedings to collect for said damages or to 
institute criminal proceedings as an alternative proceeding set 
forth herein. Any person or business who has received written 
notice from the Fire Department, that their alarm system is in 
the state of disrepair, or malfunction, said person or business 
shall be liable for the cost incurred, both manpower and 
equipment, in response to an alarm transmitted by this system. 
Said fees shall be collected as prescribed above. Recording of 
the cost for the damages report, hearing and proceedings, the 
assessment of cost against the property, together with a notice 
of liens, shall be substantially the same as set forth for the 
recording of costs to abate, the report in assessment as set forth 
in section 5400.34 and 5400.37 of the Upland Municipal Code. 

(.02) Any person who shail violate the provisions of this fire 
code herein adopted or fails to accomplish therewith or who 
shall violate or fail to comply with any order made thereunder, 
or who shall build in violation of any detailed statement of 
specification or plans submitted and approved thereunder, or 
any certificate of permit issued thereafter, and from which no 
appeal has been taken, or who Shall fail to comply with such an 
order as affirmed or modified by the City Council or by of 
competent jurisdiction, within the time affixex herein shall 
severly, for each and every such violation and noncompliance, 
respectfully, be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) nor more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment for not less than five (5) 
days nor more than one hundred eighty (180) days or by both 
fine and imprisonment. The imposition of: one penalty for any 
violation shall not excuse the violation or permit it to continue 
and all such persons shall be required to correct or remedy such 
violations of defects within a reasonable time, or when not 
otherwise specified each date that prohibited conditions are 
permitted shall constitute a separate offense. 

(.03) The application of the above penalty shall not be held to 
precent the enforced removal of prohibited conditions. 

SECTION 6: Section 3100.17 of the Upland Municipal Code is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 3100.17 Fire Code Enforcement 
The 1982 edition of the Uniform Fire Code shall be enforced by the 

Fire Department of the City of, Upland, 

SECTION 7: Section 3100.44 of the Upland Municipal Code is 
hereby deleted. 

SECTION 8: Section 1200.7 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following code section: 

UMC 3100.9. Liability for Fire Damage and Alarm Systems 

Malfunction 

SECTION 9: This ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor, attested 
by the City Clerk, and published in the Upland News in. pursuance to 
the requirements of the California Government Code. 

SECTION 10: If any section, subsection, sentence; clause or 
phrase of this ordinance shall for any reason be invalid, such holding 
or holdings shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of 
this ordinance. The City Council has declared that it would have 
passed this ordinance and each section, subsection, sentence, clause 
or phrase thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more 
acces subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, be declared 
invalid.
